OIL, PAINT AND 


ITALY AND AMERICAN COTTONSEED 
OIL. 


The proposition to impose a duty upon 
imports of cottonseed oil into Italy, while 
slumbering during the adjournment of 
the National Parliament, is likely to be 
brought up at the re-assembling of that 
body, with some prospect of,its passage. 
Meantime, the shippers of oil are thor- 
oughly awake to the injury which might 
result to their industry through the 
operations of such an impost, while 
their traffic is so largely with Italy, and 
means are being taken to develop other 
outlets than are afforded by the Italian 
importers. It must be borne in mind 
that not all of the cottonseed oil shipped 
to Italy is consumed there, but a con- 
siderable portion is re-exported thence 
to other Continental countries or to 
South American countries. With proper 
effort this trade might as readily be done 
direct from the United States, and 
moreover, there are large exportations 
of olive oil from Italy in the same direc- 
tion, the sale of which could be sup- 
planted in no small degree by American 
cottonseed oil. We have, within the 
past few months, noted the fact that 
sample lots of oil were being put up for 
several points to which shipments had 
never been made, and new instances 
are constantly coming before our notice 
of similar efforts to secure its introduc. 
tion. It issafe to believe that Italy could 
sell American cottonseed oil to the con- 
sumers of table oils more readily than it 
could be sold from this country. If it 
be sold as olive oil the deception is the 
more plausible when practiced in the 
sunny home of the olive, albeit the oil 
may not be quite so good as though it 
had been shipped direct from our own 
refineries. The merits of cottonseed 
oil are such as entitle it to recognition 
as a competitor of,and legitimate substi- 
tute for the oil of the olive, rather than 
as its counterfeit. It must, of course, 
be the work of some years to induce the 
consumer to buy the American oil as 
such, though it may regularly tickle his 
palate when furnished him under the 
alluring guise of ‘‘huile de olive.” In 
working upon the trade, however, 
the arguments in favor of the Ameri- 
can product are so convincing as 
to speedily overcome any prejudice that 
might exist against it or against its 
sale in the form in which it is usually 
put before consumers. The real merit 
of the oil is convincingly proven by a 
test of samples, and when our refiners 
or shippers are in a position to meet the 
requirements of whatever markets they 
may seek, as to the manner of putting 
up the oil and so forth, we venture 
the assertion that nothing more than 
ordinary mercantile efforts wil! be re 
quired for the American mills to supply 
direct, much of the trade which is now 
furnished either with Italian or Ameri- 
can Oil from Italy. If such an import 
duty as has been proposed is to be levied 
by Italy, the sale of our cottonseed oil 
in or through that country is almost 
prohibited, and it only remains for our 
merchants to do the trade with other 
countries independent of Italy, which 
is now our largest customer. That 
country will then be deprived not only 
of revenue from her imports, but from 
the profits which now accrue to her 
merchants through their large opera- 
tions in American cottonseed oil.

IMPURITIES IN FLAXSEED. 


It was believed that the change 
adopted some months ago in the rules 
governing the trade in domestic flaxseed 


























































condition of the seed marketed this 
year. tlitherto there has been an allow- 
ance of 5 per cent for impurities in do- 
mestic flaxseed, but this year the new 
rules placed the trade on a basis of pure 
and it was confidently expected that 
the actual quality would be raised near- 
er to that standard than it had been in 
former years. The fact that crushers 
pay only for what pure seed they get 
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does not save them from loss through 
the presence of impurities. Most of the 
impurities in domestic flaxseed are of 
serious detriment to its use in the man- 
ufacture of oil. Many of them are seeds 
which yield non-drying oil, and against 
the useof whichcrushers have carefully 
to guard, while the presence of some 
other materials damages the cake. 
Moreover, the transportation of 5 to 10 
per cent of impurities is an addition to 
the cost of seed which crushers object 
to paying. There was a meeting of the 
flaxseed trade at Chicago on Tuesday 
of last week, for the purpose of consid- 
ering a modification of the rule so as to 
secure greater purity of seed. Ina report 
of the proceedings the Chicago 77ibune 
says: ‘*The rule does not appear to have 
had the effect of inducing the farmers 
and country dealers to re-clean the seed, 
as many expected, but rather the con- 
trary, the percentage of dirt having in- 
creased with the receipts. A shipper 
here states that the percentage of dirt 
in his shipments increased from 5 per 
cent on the first to 8 per cent on the 
fifth lot sent out. The gain at this rate 
would svon demoralize the business. 
besides having made already an ugly 
hole in the profits, it being so much to 
be deducted from the weight- The 
matter was freely discussed, but dealers 
and receivers did not come to an agree- 
ment that was satisfactory to all. The 
former, however, resolved to refuse any 
flaxseed that contains over 8 per cent of 
dirt without deducting at least te per 
bush for every 2+ per cent of dirt over 
the 8 percent. The Eastern crushers 
decline to receive seed unless the dirt is 
allowed for, claiming that over 5 per 
cent of it injures the quality of the oil 
cake. It is understood thata few of the 
receivers consented to recognize this 
change.”’ 

We have heard of lots containing 


a greater percentage of imparity 
than is mentioned in this report. 
Most of the seed that has come 


East thus far this season has con- 
tained about 95 per cent of pure seed, 
but the later offerings by the Western 
dealers have been of inferior quality, 
and have been rejected by the buyers for 
this section. The Western crushers do 
not, we believe, have the same difficulty, 
as they are able to secure clean seed, 
having more control over its purchase 
from growers. It is quite possible that 
the excess of dirt complained of does 
not apply to seed from all sections of the 
West, but it evidently exists in a large 
portion of the seed coming to Chicago 
fora market, and there appears to be no 
way of securing greater care in the clean- 
ing of seed before shipment except by a 
deduction from the price of the pure 
seed in all cases where the admixture of 
impurities exceeds 5 or 8 per cent.

THE INDIGO CROP. 


For some time past the advices rela- 
tive to the new crop of indigo have in- 
dicated that the out-turn would bea 
very large one, though estimates as to 
the exact quantity have been decidedly 
conflicting. Messrs. Howe & Goodwin 
have received from their resident agent 
at Calcutta a cable dated August 24th, 
which estimates a crop of 120,000 
maunds, which is the lowest that has 
been given, while the highest calcula- 
tion is 140,000 maunds. They consider 
that the crop will be large in quantity, 
good in quality and lowin cost. Com- 
menting upon this position 
they continue, “indigo has grown 
in favor during the past ten years for 
colors in wearing apparel in the 


United States especially for wool- 
lens. The phenomenal import of 
1832 of 3300 cases had never been 


equalled until 1878, when 4900 cases 
were received here; while at the high 
cost of 1880 4600 cases were imported, 
showing a dewand larger than ever be- 
fore.” Even granting the present 
crop to be as large as that of 


1877-"78, which was the largest ever 
known, no one, they believe, who has 
watched the article would expect the 
whole of the sixty per cent advance se- 
cured on the last season’s crop to be 
lost.Their records for thirty years back 
showed that the prices now current on 
indigo are about the average of these 
years. In 1878,$1 per pound bought 
better quality than in any pre- 
ceding year in thirty. The reasons 
for this low price is shown to have re- 
sulted from a large crop, following sev- 
eral fullaverage crops,and coming upon 
the London market well supplied, and 
this, too, ata period of great business 
depression, which had lasted for several 
years. Then in1878some cunsuming 
countries for the first time took direct 
shipments; for instance, France took 
9,000 cases, which was more than ever 
before, and more than was needed for 
use. This, however, was done chiefly 
to stimulate the business of an auction 
which Frenchmen proposed to inaugur- 
ate in imitation of London. While this 
sale did not meet with success, it helped 
the trade to figure out the actual dispo- 
sition of the crops, and made clear the 
fact that the larger part of the English 
imports were resold for shipment to 
Russia, Germany and France, and that 
what England did use was on the aver- 
age inferior in quality to the average 
consumed either on the Continent or in 
the United States. 


TRADE ITEMS.

Oil refineries are becoming as popular a 
form of investment as mining stocks were 
a year ago, and they are altogether safer 
and more promising. Ifa refinery is well 
managed it will make money in spite of 
the Standard. A telegram from Buffalo, 
dated the 27th says, a company of capital- 
ists from Titusville and Westfield has pur- 
chased the land adjoining the Atlas Com- 
pany’s oil refinery for the erection of anoth- 
er refinery, which will make three at Buf- 
falo of the largest of the kind in this coun- 
try. The pipe lines are now complet- 
ed and oil is now being received from the 
oil districts of Bradford. 


Mr. E. T. Bedford, of the Thompson & 
Bedford Co., limited, sailed on the ‘‘Ger 
manic” on Saturday last for Europe, where 
he will remain for some months establish- 
ing agencies. The Thompson & Bedford 
Co. controls the sale of the Standard Oil 
Company’s lubricating oils in the Eastern 
and foreign markets, and the extension of 
its agencies abroad is made to facilitate the 
handling of the enormous product of that 
corporation. 


A new petroleum refinery has been com- 
pleted at Oil City, Pa. It is an independ- 
ent refinery and is owned by the Union 
Refining Company, limited, which is com- 
posed of a few of the leading and wealthy 
men connected with the oil business. The 
Petroleum World says that the new compa- 
ny ‘‘will make a specialty of highest test 
oils, or oils that fill all the legal require- 
ments. The inferior oils foisted upon the 
public by the monopoly of legal test oils 
has opened up a large field for honest re- 
fining companies, such as the Union is. 
The refinery starts out with 250 barrels 
per day, which will be increased to 500 
soon.

The following we select from Prof. 
Deihl’s paper, issued by the National 
Board of Health.

Causes of inferiority in drugs are of two 
general kinds—those that are brought 
about by accident and those brought about 
by design. Among the first named—the 
accidental causes of inferiority—must be 
classed the 

Deteriorations, by which we understand 
those natural changes for the worse which 
take place in drugs by age or,exposure. To 
these changes drugs of vegetable or ani- 
mal origin are particularly liable, since in 
many of them a slow change or decompo- 
sition, entirely beyond the control of the 
vender, takes place; and when, in addition

Supposing these drugs to be good of their 
kind when purchased, much depends upon 
the length of time required for their con- 
sumption and the judgment and care ex- 
ercised in their preservation. Hence it is 
of frequent occurrence that an article orig- 
inally of prime quality is dispensed in a 
deteriorated condition; and to the extent 
of such deterioration any preparation made 
from it must suffer. Furthermore, some 
drugs, though of good or fair commercial 
quality, contain more or less extraneous 
matter, or portions of the plant not recog- 
nized as a component, and therefore re- 
quire careful garbling before dispensing or 
converting them into medicine. It is be- 
lieved that in this direction pharmacists 
often fail with the officinal requirements 
or to meet the just expectation of the 


and fatal to good quality. Deteriorationr 
may therefore be the result of spontaneous 
change to which a particular drug, chem- 
ical compound, or preparation is liable, as 
well as of ignorance or carelessness in its 
preservation. There exists, however, other 
accidental causes of inferiority which are 
not covered by the term ‘‘deterioration.” 
These are 

Impurities and contaminations, intro- 
duced either during the collection of the 
drug or by the process of its manufacture, 
Such impurities are quite common, and are 
generally attributable to carelessness or 
ignorance, except in such crude articles 
of commerce, the demand and application 
of which justifies the presences of a certain 
amount of impurity. All such inferiorities, 
however, if material in character, can be 
regarded as accidental only so long as they 
are not recognized by the vender; for if he

in no way differs from that of the common 
adulterator. 

Adulterations or sophistications, the 
terms being synonymous, are the result of 
design. Perhaps the best definition of 
what constitutes an adulteration is that 
given by Dr. A. H. Hassal, years ago, who 
says: ‘It consists in the intentional 
addition to any article, for the purpose of 
gain or deception, of any substance or sub- 
stances, the presence of which is not 
acknowledged in the name under which 
the article is sold.” When we speak of an 
adulteration, therefore, there is no room 
for doubt that we refer to the intentional 
debasement of an article. On the other 
hand, 

Substitutions may be caused either by 
accident or desigm, and may be defined to 
be the sale of one article in place of and 
under the name of another. It not unfre- 
quently occurs that collectors of crude 
vegetable drugs fail to make, or to know, 
the proper distinction between species, or 
even mistakenly collect a plant, or its 
parts, entirely distinct from that intended. 
In such a case the substitution may be re- 
garded clearly an accidental one; but if the 
diug gatherer, or the vender, becomes 
aware of such a substitution, its offer for 
sale as the article for which it is substitut- 
ed isas much an intentional substitution 
as is that of selling potato starch for arrow- 
roet, or flavored corn whiskey for grape 
brandy. 

An now, understanding the nature of the 
causes that may give rise to inferiority in 


drugs, we may inquire into its present con- 
dition as well as into facts of inferiority 
that may have come to notice within a xrea- 


Growth of the Manufactured Fertil- 
izer Industry. 
(Continued.) 

Besides the difficulty of obtaining odor- 
less materials from which to manufacture 
fertilizers, manufacturers have a great 
drawback to contend with in that the ma- 
jerity of planters do not desire an odorless 
fertilizer. They argue that having lost its - 
smell the compost has lost its efficacy, an 
theretore they cannot be brought to = 
such a material. The absurd fallacy of 
this is at once apparent when it is reflected 
that thousands upon thousands of tons of 
fertilizers, entirely free from any unpleas- 
ant odor, are used in Europe with the most 
beneficial results. In this country, too, 
the results from the use of such a fertilizer 
have given the utmost satisfaction. But 
nothing short of a practical demonstration 
would induce the bigoted ones to believe 
in the efficiency of a fertilizer which does 
not give forth a disagreeable smell; hence 
the manufacturer is placed between two 
fires. It is useless to explain to the people 
who are, unfortunately, obliged to reside 
in the vicinity of a fertilizer factory, that 
the odors arising therefrom are perfectly 
wholesome, and, if anything, conducive to 
good health. What do they care for that, 
when the stenches are, to them, so offen- 
sive as to be sickening? It certainly looks 
as though everything had combined to 
crush out the industry. Cannot something 
be done to get rid of the difficulty? Of 
course it is to the interest of the manufac- 
turer to get his raw material as cheaply as 
possible, and as this is invariably animal

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odor. Then again he is induced to use 
this material in order that his product may 
find a market in all parts of the country. 
In some States fertilizers containing am- 
monia obtained from nitrates cannot be 
offered for sale, on the ground that the 
ammonia is not available. So it will be 
seen that the manufacturers themselves are 
not greatly interested in suppressing the 
nuisance complained of by the people of 
their neighborhood. One of the greatest 
sources of odor in the preparation of artifl- 
cial fertilizers is the ‘‘sludge” acid. A 
writer in a previous issue of the Reporter 
describes this material as a heavy liquid, of 
the color and consistency of molasses, 
which is often spoken of as a disagreeable 
by-product and nuisance about oil re- 
fineries. It is produced at these establish- 
ments in large quantities, every hundred 
barrels requiring five or six carboys of sul- 
phuric acid, which after acting on the oil 
becomes eight to ten of “spent,” or 
“sludge,” acid. The manufacture of super- 
phosphate of lime requires sulphuric acid 
for converting bones into sulphate of lime 
for the base of the fertilizer. As the 
“sludge” acid possessed no commercial 
value, and as it could be used with as 
much success as the new sulphuric acid in 
treating the bones, the super-phosphate 
makers were led to employ it. Latterly, 
however, the source of supply of this acid 
has been materially lessened for the reason 
that the petroleum refiners have succeeded 
in recovering the oil, which had heretofore 
been considered useless, and so can put 
the acid to use again in the refining pro- 
cess. This has forced the producers of fer- 
tilizers to resort to the use of the pure sul- 
phuric acid and necessitated a greater out- 
lay of expense. In order to lessen this 
expense as much as possible some of the 
manufacturers are making their own sul- 
phuric acid, having put up the chambers 
necessary for this purpose, and others are 
tast following their example. The next im- 
portant consideration in the manufacture 
of fertilizers is to obtain the ammonia. 
The substances richest in this element are 
fish scrap, dried blood and azotine, and 
scraps of animal waste obtained from the 
the slaughter house and known under the 
name of ‘‘meat cake.” From the very na- 
ture of these materials it is seen that of 
themselves, separate or combined, they are 
capable of producing a very offensive 
smell. To deodorize them would, no 
doubt, be a costly proceeding, and yet, 
until the manufacturers are willing to go to 
this expense they cannot hope to carry on 
the industry within the limits of any in- 
habited district. On the other hand, they 
have to cater to the prejudices of the con- 
sumer. That part of it will regulate itself 
in time. The consumer not being able to 
obtain an “odorous” fertilizer, will be in- 
duced to try the deodorized material. The 
demand for superphosphates is so great 
that the supply of bones is not large enough 
to meet it; henoe manufacturers have been 
obliged to resort to other fields for their 
phosphates. This they get from various 
natural deposits, such as the apatite rock 
found in Nova Scotia and Canada, Norway 
and Spain, and the South Carolina phos- 
phote rock. These vast deposits are sup- 
posed to be the fossil remains of animals 
long since extinct. The most important 
(to domestic manufacturers) of these sub- 
stances is the South Carolina or Charleston 
phosphate rock. This material is largely 
used not only in this country, but abroad, 
The exports during the year 1879 reached 
100,000 tons and during the first six months 
of the present year 50,000 tons were shipped 
to foreign ports In fact the foreign man- 
ufacturers are the largest users of it, Amer- 
ican makers only resorting to it as a last 
source of supply of phosphate of lime. 
Not that it is deficient in phosphorus, bu 
because of the difficulty in reducing it to 
the proper shape for extracting the acid.

Soluble and Insoluble Phosphate. 
On the interesting subject of phos- 
phatic fertilizers, Dr. Voeleker, the 
celebrated agricultural chemist, says: 
“The following are my views on the 
comparative efficacy of different kinds 
of phosphatic materials and the econ- 
omy of applying them to’the land, 
either inaraw state or after treat-

phosphate is not usefu'ly taken up as 
such by plants, and has to become in- 
soluble in the soil before it can become 
plant food. (2) The efficacy of insol- 
uble phosphate of lime as a fertilizing 
ingredient rises or falls with the more 
or less finely divided state in which it 
cecurs in various phosphatic materi- 
als. (3.) The finer the state of divi- 
sion of the particles of phosphate of 
lime in phosphatic materials the more 
readily it is soluble in water, and the 
more efficacious are the phosphatic 
materials as manure.  ‘I'herefore, 
coarsely-ground coprolites and cther 
phosphatic minerals are less soluble 
and less efficacious than in a state of 
fine powder. (4) In poroussoft bones 
the phosphate of lime occurs in a 
different state of aggravation than in 
hard bones, and in the former condi- 
tion phosphate is more soluble and 
efficacious than in the latter; and for 
the same reason phosphate of lime in 
fine bone dust is more soluble in 
water and more efficacious than the 
phosphate of limein half-inch bones 
or coarse bone dust. (5) In the form 
of hard crystalive phosphate of lime, 
mineral phosphates—such as Nor- 
wegian, Canadian and Spanish apatite 
—are less soluble than in the shape of 
porous phosphatic materials, such as 
certain kinds of phosphatic guano and 
semi fossilized rock guano, for the sim- 
ple reason that the particles of phos- 
phate of lime are more finely divided 
and in every case more soluble in water 
in the more porous materials than in 
crystalline hard materials. (6) By 
treatment with acid, the phosphate of 
lime in phosphatic materials is ren- 
dered perfectly soluble in water, and 
on the application of dissolved phos- 
phatic materials (superphosphate) to 
the soil the soluble phosphate con- 
tained in the superphosphate is pre- 
cipitated and rendered insoluble by 
contact with the soil. (7) In this 
precipitaved condition,insoluble phos- 
phate of lime is infinitely more fine- 
ly divided,and in consequence greatly 
more efficacious, than in the finest state 
in which the raw materials used by 
makers of superphosphate can be ob- 
tained by wechanical means. (8.) In 
my judgment, chemical treatment 
with acid is the most economical and 
best plaa of utilizing mineral phos- 
phates for agricultural purposes.

Alcohol and Cologne Spirits. 


From Mr. James A. Webb, whose 
advertisement appears on our title 
page, we have gathered some inter- 
esting facts concerning alcohol, co- 
logne spirits, and illuminating fluids 
in the manufacture and sale of which 
we believe his to be the oldest es- 
tablished house, it having been 
founded nearly half a century 
ago by Mr. A. V. H. Webb, the father 
of the present proprietor. In those 
early days the public was almost 
solely dependent upon whale oil and 
tallow candles for artiticial light. 
Spirits of turpentine was also used 
for burning to some extent in arudely 
constructed hanging lamp, having the 
form of a reticule, with a flat chimney; 
eighty per cent, or druggists’ alcohol, 
being the highest proof attainable 
by the then known method of distilla- 
tion. Mr. Webb madea spirit or cam- 
phorated gas for use in portable lamps. 
This was composed of spirits of tur- 
pentine, 80 per cent alcohol, and gum 
camphor; the solution, however, be- 
ing imperfect and the construction of 
the spirits of turpentine lamps faulty. 
Mr. Webb was impelled to experiment 
in the distillation of alcohol and the 
purification of spirits of turpentine, 
which resulted in the production of a 
uniformly pure alcohol of any given 
proof, even anhydrous or absolute, 
capable of combining with essen- 
tial oils in any quantity and retaining 
the same in perfect solution ig any 
temperature, 1 























duced, mode!s of which are now in the 
Patient Office at Washington. ‘These 
were in form of an inverted funnel. 
It then became necessary to deprive 
spirits of turpentine of its resinous 
properties, to prevent gumming up 
and extinguishing the light. This 
was accomplished by means of chemi- 
cale in combination. with a peculiarly 
constructed still. Upon careful analy- 
sis by Dr. James R, Chilton, this 
product was denominated Cawphene, 
a patent for which was granted 
to Mr. A. V. H. Webb, onthe 19th 
of February, 1839, which patent we 
have seen. Then followed a revolu- 
tion in artificial light. Whales breath- 
ed more freely, being no longer requir- 
ed to supply oil for illuminating 
purposes. With a high proof alco- 
hol and a pure article of camphene, a 
mixture called burning fluid was 
made, which served for portable 
lamps without chimneys. while Webb's 
cauphene and his camphene burners 
were everywhere used for a stationary 
light. Mr. Webb entered vigorously 
into the manufacture of alcohol, cam- 
phene, and burning fluid. From i&38 
to the outbreak of our recent war. the 
consumption of alcohol for illuminat- 
ing purposes comprised nine-tenths of 
the entire production, 
Simultaneously with the blockading 
of our Southern ports in 1861 and 
1862, from whence came the supplies 
of spirits of turpentine, as if by Di- 
vine interposition, the refining of pe- 
troleum and coal oil was so far per- 
fected as to form a substitute for cam- 
phene and burning fluid, the heavy 
tax imposed upon alcohol, and the 
price of turpentine having advanced 
; to $4 per gallon, rendered these arti- 
cles prohibitory. They were there- 
upon entirely supsrseded by refined 
petroleum. 

Besides the refining of oil, Mr. Webb 
continued the manufacture of alcohol 
and cologne spirits for druggists’ uses, 
the arts and sciences, and for general 
manufacturing purposes. Webb’s al- 
cohvul, which for twenty years was 
manufactured at his establishment in 
West street, was in demand through- 
out the length and breadth of the 
land for its uniform strength and pu- 
rity. 

In 1872 the Internal Revenue laws 
were so amended as to permit the 
manufacture of alcohol upon the 
premises, where the high wines or 
whisky were produced. 

The attention of Western distillers 
having been more or less directed to 
the makivg of alcohol for the previous 
few years, a death blow was given to 
to its manufacture in the East by the 
amenduwient to the revenue laws above 
reforred to. Mr. Webb immediately 
removed his works West aud aban- 
doned the manufacture in this mar- 
ket—thus characteristically keeping 
pace with the march of events,though 
attended with much pecuniary sacri- 
fice. 

The demand upon him for alcohol 
being largely in excess of his ability 
to manufacture, Mr. Webb became 
the sole agent of several of the largest 
and best known distillers of alcohol 
in the West, and is now the distribut- 
ing medium tor nearly or quite all the 
tax paid alcohol and Culogne spirit 
sent to this city. He has occupied the 
premises No. 165 Pearl street for the 
past twenty-six years, and is so well 
and favorably known that we do not 
need to commend him. 


Analyses of the Vils of Commerce. 
(Continued from page 229.) 
Quantitative analysis.—If it is de 
sired to know the elements attacked 
by alkalies, and of those which are 
not, the following procedure is to be 
followed: If the sample has yielded 
anything iasoluble in carbon disul- 
phide, it is separated as already said, 
and the operation is confined to the 


assumed that the composition of the 
residue is as complex as possible, con- 
taining fatty oils, mineral oils, resin 
oils, and solid resin. 

The mixture is saponified. Intoa 
flask closed by stopper, through which 
passes a long tube, are introduced 20 
grms, of the oil, and a mixture of 15 ¢. 
ce. of soda at 36° B., and 15 «c. c. alcohol 
at 90 to 95 per cent. ‘The flask is then 
set upon the water bath for haif an 
hour and is often shaken. At the 
end of this time the whole is poured 
into a funnel fitted with a tap and 
and previously warmed, and which is 
left in a stove at 50° to 60° until a 
complete separation of the non-sa- 
ponifiable oil from the alkaline liquid 
has taken place. The latter is then 
decanted into a porcelain capsule, and 
in its stead is poured 15 c.¢ of boiling 
water which has served to rinse the 
flask. Itis shaken well so as to wash 
the non-saponifiable matter, ard de- 
canted anew after settling. Finally, 
it is washed a third time with boiling 
water, ‘he oil in the funnel is received 
into a tarred capsule and weighed 
As for what adheres to the sides, it is 
washed with a little ether, and the so- 
lution is received in another capsule, 
which is exposed to the air tiil the 
bulk of the ether has disappeared. It 
is then gently heated to expel the rest, 
and weighed. 

The alkaline liquid is kept at a boil 
for some time to expel the alcohol, 
and after cooling it is mixed with an 
equal volume of a saturated solution 
of common salt, freed from magnesia 
by being boiled for a few moments 
with caustic soda and filtered. In 

his manner the soap is precipitated 
in firm clots, carrying with it the last 
porticn of non-saponifiable matter. 
The saline solution, after settling. is 
decanted by means of a pipette and 
neutralized with an acid. If a notable 
turbidity is produced, which collects 
in flocks, it is due to resin. The flucks 
are collected, dried, and weighed. The 
clots of soap are thrown upon a filter, 
washed twice with salt water, the last 
traces of which are removed by press- 
ing the mass between blotting paper. 
‘lhe soap is then placed in a glass cyl- 
inder, moistened with about 100 c.c. 
of carbon disulphide recently rectified, 
stoppered, gently shaken at intervals 
three or four times, so as not to break 
the clots, and left to settle. After an 
hour or two the carbon sulphide 
which is colored yellow by the dis- 
solved oil, separates in the lower part 
of the cylinder. It is decanted by 
means of a pipette, and in its stead is 
added afresh portion of the solvent. 
It is shaken, left to settle, decanted. 
and so on till the carbon sulphide 
runs off almost colorless. The whoe 
is then thrown upon a filter and 
washed for the last time. A portion 
of this last washing, if evaporated 
upon a watch glass, should leave an 
insignificant residue. 

‘The soap on the filter is exposed to 
the air till the carbon disulphide with 
which it is saturated has escaped. As 
for the carbon disulphide solution, it 
is distilled gently on the water-bath 
The last portions of tbe solvent are 
expelled by blowing air into the flask 


while placed in boiling water. 
When cold it is weighed The 
last portion of the non saponifia- 


ble matter thus obtained ought to 
have the same appearance as tie first 
portion. If it is less fluid it still con- 
tains a portion of soap. In this case 
it is again taken up in carbon disul- 
phide at a gentle heatgin presence of 
afew drops of water to hydrate the 
soap which, without this addition, 
would again be partially dissolved 

It is then filtered and the washed soa; 
is added to the chief mass. The non 

saponifiable oil may consist of minera! 
oil, resin oil, or a mixture of both 
The means of detection have been 
given above, and I have not yet come 
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upon a process for their separation. 
he soap insoluble in carbon sulphide 
which lies on the filter contains resin 
and fatty acids combined with soda, 

The separation of these substances, 

so similar in their properties presents 
many difficulties. Several methods 
have been published, but none of 
them gives satisfactory results. That 
of M. Jean, one of the most recent, 
consists in exhausting the barium soap 
with ether, which ought to dissolve 
the resinate and leave the soaps of 
the fatty acids untouched. On follow- 
ing exactly the author’s instructions, 
I have never been able to avoid the 
partial solution of the barium oleate. 
I have modified the process by sub- 
stituting for the ether boiling alcohol 
of 85 per cent, which certainly dis- 
solves much less of the oleate, but still 
takes up enough to render the results 
inaccurate. 

As far as possible the soap is sepa- 

rated from the filter and placed ina 
capsule. The filter is put back ia the 
funnel and filled with boiling water. 
The solution is effected slowly and fil- 
ters by degrees; itis received in the 
eapsule where the detached portion 
has been already placed. Thesolu'ion 
of soap, after cooling is mixed with 
caustic soda uutil precipitation no 
longer ensues, and left to settle. All 
the soap of the fatty acids is deposited 
drawing down with it the chief por- 
tion of the resivate, a part of which. 
however, remains in sclution asd 
colors the liquid strongly. The whole 
is filtered, the filtrate accurately 
neutralized with sulpburis acid; the 
flocks of resin deposited are re- 
ceived upon a tarred filter which 
is weighed anew after washing 
in water and drying ata low tempera- 
ture. The soap is re-dissolved inw 
little luke-warm water aod an excess 
of barium chloride is poured into the 
solution with agitation. ‘The clots of 
barytic soap are drained iu a filter 
pump, replaced in the capsule in 
whicn the precipitation has been ef- 
fected and thoroughly dried in the 
water bath or the stove. ‘The mass is 
then powdered and treated with 5v or 
6) cc. of aleonol at 85 per cent, which 
is kept near the boiling point,working 
it up with a pestle. It is left to settle 
for a few momants and the supernat- 
ant alcohol is then decanted intoa 
phial. 20 to 25 c.c. of alcohol are 
again poured upon the residue, let 
boil, decanted after settling. and so on 
till a portion of the alkali which has 
been used leaves, ou evaporation, 
scarcely any residue, which happens 
generally after 120 c.c, of aleohol have 
been used. 

The alcaholic liquids are mixed and 
distilled till there remains only about 
50 c.c. Hydrochloric acid is added to 
decompose the resinate, and the resin 
set at liberty floats in the liquids. On 
cooling it collects in a solid mass at 
the bottom of the vessel. Itisthrown 
into a capsule, melted under water, 
and weighed after d-siccation on the 
water bath. The residue insoluble in 
alcohol is treated in a similar manner 
to obtain the fatty acide.

Distinctive Properties of Cinnamon 
and Cassia. 

It is asserted by some chemic:l ana- 
lysts that the discrimination between 
ground cinnamon and cassia is a wat- 
ter of some importance, but that it is 
of considerable difficulty. ‘he only 
test which appears to have been used 
wore particularly for this purpose is 
that founded upon the alleged differ- 
ence in the behavior of the decoctiuns 
towards iedine. But according to 
Mr. O. Hehner, decoctions of both 
cassia and the cheaper kinds of gen- 
uine cinnamon turn blue with iodine, 
Besides, this is a poor test, to suy the 
best of it. It has been sought by the 
chemist just named to turn some other 
reaction to account for this purpose, 
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and at last he turned his attention to 
the amount of mineral ingredients 
contained respectively in a sample of 
each. It was argued, not withouta 
semblance of reason, that cassia being 
amore woody bark would contain a 
larger amount of salts of lime and 
magnesia than the more delicate 
membranous-like bark of cinnamon. 
In this respect, however, Mr. Hehner’s 
experiments have not borne out his 
anticipations. Ths percentage of ash 
found in each case was seen to be va- 
triable, and no differential results 
could be deduced from the percentage 
of lime, magnesia, or any other min- 
eral ingredient present in the ash of 
either bark. This labor would have 
been saved if the author had been 
aware of the fact discovered some 
years ago by Dr. Phipson, who had 
devoted some time to the chemistry 
of the sugar cane, namely, that the 
amount of ash and of any ingredient 
present therein depends entirely upon 
the age of the portion of plant which 
is submitted to analysis. Unless this 
portion has arrived at maturity, its 
composition is never the same.— 
Chemists’ Journal, London. 











Monninia Polystachia. 

The Practitioner says that among 
the medicinal plants recently recom- 
mended as possessing therapeutic 
value is the monninia polystachia, 
which has an extensive distribution, 
growing near the summits of steep 
mountains in South America, as well 
as in the woody plains and marshy 
districts of the same region. It isa 
pretty plant, to which, however, hith- 
erto but little attention has been paid 
by chemists. Therapeutic virtues 
have been attributed to two parts of 
the plant—the bark of the root, and 
the recent leaves. T'he latter are re- 
garded as expectorant, whilst the for- 
mer is considered to be astringent. 
The root of the plant is fusiform, six- 
teen or eighteen incheg in length, of a 
yellowish color, with ecattered darker 
spots, slightly disagreeable odor. and 
taste at first sweetish, but subsequent- 
ly becoming acrid and bitter, and 
exciting salivation. Its infusion is 
turbid, like soapy water. It is named 
*yallhoy” by the Americans; the 
bark of the wood is pounded and 
made into a paste. No complete 
chemical analysis has as yet been 
made of this drug, but it is known to 
contain a large proportion of resinous 
matter, which is divisible into three 
parts—one soluble in ether, a second 
soluble in alcohol, and a third, to 
which the name monnininia has been 
given. Tho drug can be administered 
both in the form of powder and in in- 
fusion, the dose being 10 to 12 gram 
perdiem. The following are some of

Indigo is not in demand and prices have 
a downward tendency though they are not 
quotably lower. Cable reports from Cal-

In an article on our editorial pages 
the subject is treated more at length.

Bengals, $1 40@1 60 for ordinary to good, 
and $1 75@2 forthe finer sort. Guate- 


malas are quoted at $1 10@1 30 as to qual- 


ity. The soft kinds are unchanged and 
prices are somewhat nominal. We quote 
70@75c for ordinary to good Manilas and 
80c fora finer quality, 70@75c for ordi- 
nary to good Madras and 80c for the best 
grade. 

Logwood is dull and rather easy. The 
only sales we hear of are 110 tons Aux 
Cayes at $22 and 185 tons Miragoane on 
private terms, supposed to be $22 50. The 
stock of fustic has been reduced by sales 
of 300 tons Mexican at $21 50@22, but 
there is still a large supply. 

Cochineal has only a limited sale ina 
retail way. The market is unsettled prices 
varying according to the holder.

The nominal quotations are 15@18c. 

London purple has a fair demand and is 
firmly held at last quotations, viz., 634 for 
wholesale lots in store, and 10c per 1b for 1, 
2, and 5 lb boxes packed in cases.

There is but little new to report in this 
market. Trade has been mostly of a light 
character and but few enquiries are to be 
noted for large paresls. ‘There continues 
to be bids for parcels at low figures, but 
with the exception of sal soda sellers show 
no disposition to shade their figures. The 
market is rather firmer at the close and on 
most all articles inthe heavy chemicals 
the tendency is upward. 

Carbonated ash 48 per cent. has not been 
taken to any extent, though a fair jobbing 
trade is reported.

The general quotations are 1 57!,@I1 60¢e, 
but we hear that 1 55c was taken for 150 
tons, while a few lots, 25 tons, were placed 
at 15gc. High test has not changed, and 
buyers aro still bidding 1 55c, while sales 
are noted of 100 tonsat 1 57!g¢@1 60c. 

Caustic soda, 60 per cent, has continued 
to move, though not to any large extent.

Bleach is doingJrather better. Vollow- 
ing our last there were some lots offering at 
a low figure, and 1-10(@1!gc. were accepted 
for 150 cks, but these seem to have 
all been taken, and we hear ot nothing to 
be had now below 1!(@1-15c, as to quality, 
and there are offers being made of 1 1-16@ 
1-10c. without finding any sellers. There 
have been a few sales from store at 1-20c., 
this being paid for 100 cks. in lots, 


Acetic acid is selling fairly for the season 
but the demand is forthe most part for 
jobbing and retail quantities to fill the 
wants of consumers. The market is un- 
changed, prices being well sustained. 
Sales have been made during the week of 
30000 Ibs at 34@3'ge with some small 
sales of weak acid at3c. For chemically 
pure the quotation remains 7@10c, the 
latter price for U.S. P. The demand is 
very fair. 

Acetate of lime is unchanged. There is 
not much being taken for home use and we 
have heard of no sales for export. Prices 
are steady and we continue to quote 2'\s@

Alum sells fairly but the movement is 
only in a jobbing way.

There continues to be a’good jobbinag 
trade doing,and the general business of the 
market is increasing in volume though 
transactions are still mostly in small lots. 
There is an apparent disposition among 
dealers to look up cheap lots of goods, and 
quite a speculative tendency is shown on 
some of the more staple drugs, which 
are admitedly cheap, and little lots 
have been gathered up here and there. Al- 
together the month just closing has not de- 
veloped so much activity inthe package 
trade as had been looked for. An effort 
has been made to getup some excitement 
in quinine this week upon the strength of 
advices from Evansville, Ind., to the effect 
that malarial fever was epidemic in that 
vicinity. The misfortunes of the Indiani- 
ans have been rather cheering to the hold- 
ers of quinine, but the market for their al- 
kaloid has not yet improved under present 
or prospective demand. Among the buy- 
ers in tho city this week are Messrs. W. M. 
Wilson, of Wilson & Burwell, Charlotte, 
N. C.; L. A. Fitzpatrick, of Jacks & Co, 
Helena, Ark., and E. J. Sanford, of San- 
ford, Chamberlain & Alber, of Knoxville, 
Tenn. 

Opium. 

There has been more enquiry since our 
last report, and there has been a fair 
amount of business transacted. The mar- 
ket was rather weak for some time following 
our last, and a few lots were offered to the 
trade at a shade under the quoted price. 
These were taken by the principal dealer, 
who obtained 74 cases in all, for which 
$5 90@6 in bond were the figures paid. It 
was all prime quality, though part of the lots 
were of old stock. The taking of these 
parcels off the market had the effect of 
stiffening the price, and holders who had 
been willing sellers advanced their ideas 
and would not accept less than $6 25 in 
bond or$7 25 duty paid; some of these lots 
are said to have netted the seller a loss of 
nearly 50c per pound. To-day there has 
not been so much done and thisonly for 
small parcels scarcely any enquuiry being 
reported for case lots, and though most 
sellers continue to quote $7 25, and sales 
are reported at this, there is ap easier 
feeling again, and $7 20 would readily buy, 
while one seller is quoting $715. The ad- 
vices from abroad continue to report a firm 
market, with orders in hand which could 
not be filled owing to the limit being too 
low, and the holders were looking for 
higher prices.

Pharmaceatical Dangers. 
We have noticed in more than one 


retail drug store in this city a piece of 
gross carelessness, that might lead to 
some very serious blunders if not cor- 
rected in time. It is a system of label. 
ing shop bottles that cannot be too 
strongly condemned. In one store, out 
of three entire shelves of bottles with 
handsome glass labels not half a dozen 
bottles contained the medicine or prepa- 
ration called for on the regular label, 
but had the correct label printed on 
paper and pasted over the top of the or- 
namental one. Thus each bottle had 
two labels calling for two distinct and 
totally different articles, Some of the

it isupon this peculiar characteristic 
that the success of the cement depends, 
It should be kept in black bottles, and 
when required for use the bottle is put 
into hot water until it melts; then the 
edges of the parchment paper, after be- 
ing moistened with water, are brushed 
over with the solution, joined together 
and setin the sun todry, The drying 
takes place very rapidly. If after test- 
ing any leak is discovered, it may be 
stopped with a small quantity of the 
cemeni.
